But this suggestiou is not made 
because it is supposed that the legislature will 
lack the power to go farther, tor, in my opinion, 
this legislature when organized, may enact all 
laws, which the public exigence may require.— 
The legislature of Oregon did not hesitate to pass 
a luw, giving to each white male inhabitant, of 
the territory, one square mile of tand. This law 
was never disturbed by the Congress of the Uni- 
ted States, nor will teves be in any manner dis- 
turbed or altered, unless it is to increase the quan-

last, arrived here in a few days less than four 
months These facts are sufficient to show that 
but for a few contrary and evil disposed persong 
to ke found 1n almost every company, all the em- 
igrants using ordinary industry and care would 
ba able to cross the mountains long before tha 
first fall of snow, We understand that the mis- 
fortunes of the company in the mountains may 
be attributed to delays occasioned by that dis- 
cription of persons.

Zz MEXICO, 

By the arrival ofthe ship Xylon from the Sand- 
wich Islands we have received news from Mexi- 
co to the 3Ist of December, and from Durango to 
the 8th. of January. The most interesting items 
we find in the S. L News: 

The Mexican Congress assembled on the 6th 
Dec., having been convened by Gen. Salas, ander 
the provisions of tha federal constitution of 1812 
Previous to this time, and since the fall of Pare~ 
des, Gen. Salas had exercised the supreme execu- 
tive power, he having heen at the head of tha par. 
ty in the city of Mexico and pronounced in favor 
ox Santa Ana. 

The Congress proceeded at once to an tlection 
of President and Vice President ofthe Republic, 
which resulted in the choice of Santa Ana for the 
first office by a vote of thirteen states against. 
eleven for Senor Elorriaga, and of Senor Gomez 
Farias for the second. 

Santa Ana had written a long letter on the oc 
casion, in which he expressed his reluctance (!) to. 
accept the office, but finally concludes that the 
welfare of the Republic demands from him the 
sacrifice of his private feelings, and consents that 
Mexico shall not be disappomted in its wish to 
make amends to him for the act of a fow “revolu- 
tionary spirits, who, in the secred nano of the na 
tion,’ drove him from the country a year or two 
since. He declares his intention, however, to re. 
main at the head of the army and drive out “los 
imfamas yankees," before taking upon himself 
the supreme power, and in the meanwhile Senor 
Farias will act as President ad interim

Tt is a notorious fact, aud a meloncholy one 
ton, that a certain class of residents here, cherish 
the most unkind feeling towards a certain other

To see the officers and employees of this got- 
ernment arrayed against the alien resident, is a 
common thing; 1n fact, it seoms only necessary 
that it should be known that the lately arrived 
foreignérs associates freely with, or is perhaps a 
relative of en alienresident, to determine the gov- 
ergment official in placing him on the list of bis 
own self-arrayed enemies to government, and to 
treat him accordingly. 

And, strange as it may seem, these unjust 
feelings and prejudices are most fully indulged in 
by those professing christianity, those who boast 
ona common: national origin, - who are far from 
their native land, hving in the same place, and 
that too, a very small town, entirely and literally 
isolated, —thousands of miles from any neighbors; 
by a people whose interests are indential, and 
who are almost entirely dependent upon each 
other, for society, social intercourse and happi» 
ness, as well as individual and national prosperi- 
t » ja j 
“he may prove beneficial, and be not uninteres- 
ting to enquire why is this? Why should the 
nataralized government official indulge in a kind 
of jealousy towards the * unuaturalized” resident 
foreigner? Why should he cherish unkind feel 
ings towards him merely because be chooses to 
retain his national character? Why should he 
accuse him of hostility to the government because 
his views and opinions do not, in all things, cora 
respond with those entertained by the govern- 
ment official? "Why should he have the mark 
of the beast put upon him, simply because he is 
unwilling to applaud every. act of every govern- 
ment officer? Is he less intelligent, honest, dis» 
interested, gentlemanly, kind and conciliatory 
then others with whom the government officer as- 
sociates? No, Intelhgence, honesty, disinter- 
estednesa, gentlemanly conduct, kindness and 
conciliatory manuers are not local hubits, or con- 
fined to any particular sect, party orcless. They 
are, or ought to be, common to all localities, and 
are as likely to be possessed by the alian resident, 
as the naturalized subject. Integrity, worth, tal- 
ents and information are just as hkely to be found 
in the former as the latter. The former possess- 
es as good a mind, has it as well stored with use- 
~ful knowledge, has had as much experience, and 
is as likely to give disinterested and sound ad- 
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tal of the alien, the resources of the country are

But it will be asked, who is 
honest, and independent enough to speak or write 
truely about himself? Rousseau accused him- 
self of theft, and many other acts of which men 
do nat commonly boast. Montaigne's three vol- 
lumes of Essays are full of himself. he is not 
spearing of tha exposure and censure of his dear 
self; and he makes this dear self to be the ever 

srecuning type of humanity; we see ourselves 
therein ás in a mirror, perhaps beiter through 
these confessing sinners than we should if our 
ugly portrait were presented to us asa personal, 
ora common hkeness of our species. Lavater, 
jo his Aphorisms, which contain in the most 
graphic language, all the imperfections and vices 
of aociety, says, at the end of his book, “If you 
would know yourself, interline such of these aph- 
orisms as effect you agreeably, and set a particu: 
lar mark to such as left a sense of uneasiness with 
you, and then show your copy to whom you 
please" I shouid say, thata man who had the 
courage thus to expose himself, morally naked, 
to his dearest frients, was on the high road to im- 
provement; or at least, had a strong desire to im 
prove himself. -

ened with favors

employed in the,servico of the United States, by which a 
few of the inbabitanfa have met with a loss of property; 
such losses will be duly investigated, and those entitled ta 
remuneration will receive it. 

Cahfornja has for many years suffered greatly from do. 
mestic troubles} civil wars have been the poisoned foun 
tains which have sent forth trouble and pestilence over her 
beautrful land. Now those fountains are dried up. the
